John Walker Barriger 
Started on Career by 
Youthful Hobby. 


If. 


Interest taken in railroads while 


a student at Central High School 
led a former St. Louisan to a po 
sition in the Reconstruction Fi- 
nance Corporation :.s a railroad ex- 
pert. He is John Walker Barri- 
ger III, who last month became 
chief examiner of the railroad di- 
vision of the R. F. C. 

Recently Barriger attracted na- 
tional attention as author of the 
plan sponsored by Frederick Henry 
Prince, Boston railroad investor, 
for a rail consolidation into a 
group of regional systems. 

Mrs. Barriger formerly was Miss 
Elizabeth Chambers Thatcher, 
daughter of Mr. and Mrs. Thomas 
Hudson Thatcher of Ferguson. 
They have three small children. 
The family has moved from Upper 
Montclair, N. J., to Washington. 
When in St. Louis Barriger resided 
with his uncle, C. V. Beck, execu- 
tive director of the Coal Exchange. 
His mother, Mrs. Edith Beck Bar- 
riger, is a frequent visitor here. 


Known to associates of his yout® 
as a veritable fanatic on railroad- 
ing, Barriger has persevered in his 
chosen field and now holds a key 
position in determining what Gov- 
ernment financial aid shall be giv- 
en the roads. 


First Interest in Railroads. 


Born in Dallas, Tex., Barriger is 
83 years old. His father, John 
Walker Barriger Jr., a civil engi- 
neer on the Memphis line of the 
Frisco Railway, -was killed by a 
jealous associate after promotion 
in 1902. The younger Barriger 
went to school here, attending Cen- 
tral High from 1913 to 1917. One 
day in 1915 a classmate asked him 
to walk to Union Station, where 
they admired locomotives for a 
couple of hours. Then Barriger, 
with an awakened interest, went 
to Central Library for a book on 
railroads. ‘ 


“Thereafter,” he recalls, “my at- 
tention was riveted on railroads. 
Any unsuspecting friend I could 
trap would be inveigled into accom- 
panying me on hikes along raii- 
roads out of St. Louis and through 
railroad yards. A rapidly growing 
collection of railroad photographs 
fanned the flames of interest.. An 
article by me about the Pennsyl- 
vania was published in the High 
School News at Central. It was 
brought to the attention of the 
Pennsylvania and lied to my going 
to Altoona, Pa., in the summer of 
1917 as a shop hand in the road’s 
machine shop.” 

While attending Massachusetts In- 
stitute of Technology, where he 
was graduated in 1921, he spent va- 
cations working on the “Pennsy.” 


Later he obtained a fairly thor- 
ough fundamental knowledge of | 
most branches of railroading, except 
rate-making, which he has studied 
since. 

Factors considered by Barriger 
in making recommendations for R. 
F. C. rail loans include: Present 
earning power, adequacy of collat- 
eral, study of the applicant’s his 
torical development, its relative op- 
portunity to obtain and transport 
traffic economically, relative effi- 
ciency of management, and future 
outlook. Forced consolidation of 
railroads, Barriger thinks, could 
save them $700,000,000 annually, on 
the basis of the 1932 traffic level. 
He is convinced the railroads as 
a whole are “on the threshhold of 
their golden age,” and is armed with 
buge piles of data and long argu- 
ments to support his opinion.

IN UNIVERSITY CITY 


State Alleges Aldermen Were 
IMlegally Elected—No . 
Registration. 


A quo warranto suit, seeking to 
oust the six Aldermen of Univer- 
sity City, was filed in the St. Louis 


Court of Appeals yesterday in! the 
name of Attorney-General McKit- 
trick. It alleges the Aldermen were 
elected illegally because there was 
no registration of the town’s vot- 
ers. 

Registration of voters is re 
quired in St. Louis County for 
state and county elections, but in 
University City and the other 
towns of the county there has been 
no provision for it in local elec- 
tions. The suit sets forth that the 
law calls for registration of voters 
in town elections where the popu- 
lation exceeds -25,000. University 
City had a population slightly more 
than 25,000 in the last census. 

Lawyers who signed the suit, be- 
sides McKittrick and one of his 
assistants, are Rubey M. Hulen of 
Columbia, chairman of the Demo- 
cratic State Committee, and For- 
rest M. Hemker of University City. 
Both are connected with the St. 
Louis law firm of Greensfelder & 
Grand, of which Joseph H. Grand, 
former City Attorney of Univer- 
sity City, is a member. 

The defendant Aldermen are: Dr. 
A. O. Ozment, Matt C. Fogerty and 
Dr. Leo P. Fitzgerald, who were 
elected April 5, 1932, and Dr. R. C. 
Seibert, Andrew J. Haverstick and 
Herman Barken, who were elected 
last April 3. All are of the same 
political faction, which is opposed 
to the group led by former Mayor 
E. D. Ruth Jr. The town elections 
are non-partisan. 

Mayor David L. Millar declared 
the town had tried hard to obtain 
registration provisions. If there was 
any dereliction in this respect, he 
declared, it was the Legislature’s, 
for failure to provide registration 
facilities. If the present Aldermen 
were ousted, others could not be 
elected because the same objection 
to election without registration 
would apply to them, Millar assert- 
ed 


Millar said he did not know 
whether there was any political 
significance to the suit. He is not 
acquainted with the political affili- 
ations of the Aldermen except 
Barken, a Republican. Millar is an 
independent Republican. Whether 
the city would provide counsel] for 
the Aldermen in the suit had not 
been considered, the Mayor added. 


SAFE STOLEN FROM SERVICE

A 400-pound safe, stolen from the 
Firestone Service Stores, Inc., 5901 
Delmar boulevard, early yesterday, 
was found later in the day on a 
farm on Lackland road, St. Louis 
County. The strong box was 
broken open and was standing be- 
side a small truck, belonging to the 
company, on which it had been 
hauled away. 

Officers of the company said 
$338 had been taken from the safe, 
but that an envelope with $12 in it 
was intact. Several cans of oil and 
a new tire which had been on the 
truck were missing. The burglary 
occyrred after a Negro attendant 
had been lured,away by a fake 
telephone call.

1S. DRECTOR NAMED 
FR HOUSING PRO 


Former Head of Architects Gets 
Post Under Public Works 
Administrator. 


By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, July 7.—The 
public works administration has 
named Robert Kohn of New York 
to take charge of housing and 
homestead subsistence work in the 
construction program. 

Donald Sawyer, the public works 

administrator, made the announce- 
ment after a meeting of the Cabinet 
Committee supervising the pro 
gram. Kohn is a former president 
of the American Institute of Archi- 
tects. 
“The board is anxious to provide 
housing for people of low income 
and encourage those giving the 
lowest rent per room in multiple 
family dwellings,” Sawyer said. 
“Nobody knows a great deal about 
homestead subsistence, but general- 
ly speaking it means the acquisition 
of land about a town on which peo- 
ple can help earn their livelihood 
when sufficient industrial work is 
lacking.” 

Sawyer said the industrial recov- 
ery act provided $25,000,000 for 
homestead subsistence develop- 
ments. He emphasized that to pro- 
vide low rent housing would require 
low priced land. 

He said there was no tendency to 
slow down the public works pro- 
gram because of an apparent up- 
turn in prices.

~TOLUSE CODE AT ONCE! 


Head of Retail Group Says 
Voluntary Acceptance Would 
Provide Jobs. 


Members of Drug Center, organ- 
ization of retai] druggists, were 
urged to carry into effect immedi- 
ately the provisions of a proposed 


code of fair practices and labor 
regulations drafted as a tentative 
code under the industrial control 
act, as a meeting yesterday at the 
Mart Building. 

The code, previously published by 
the Post-Dispatch, was explained 
by Alfred W. Pauley, president of 
Drug Center. It has been present- 
ed to Drug Institute, national or- 
ganization of all branches of the 
drug trade, as a suggested code for 
retailers. Before becoming official, 
however, it must be adopted by 
Drug Institute and approved by the 
industrial recovery administration. 

In the meantime, Pauley urged, 
St. Louis retail druggists should 
voluntarily accept the code and 
abide by its provisions in an ef- 
fort to provide employment for 
about 500 registered pharmacists 
and several times that number of 
drug clerks now idle. 

Code Bars Cut-Rate Prices. 

First, however, Pauley said, tit 
will be necessary to eliminate 
“ruinous price-cutting” barred by 
the code as an “unfair and uneco- 
nomic practice.” -The code pro- 
hibits the selling of merchandise 
“below the price schedule adopted 
by this association,” and provides 
that minimum price be based on 


the manufacturer’s list price plus| | 


the cost. of doing business (estab- 
lished at 27% per cent of gross 
sales by the national drug store 
survey of April, 1932) plus “a rea- 
sonable net profit.” 

During the past month, Drug 
Center has sent to retailers bulle- 
tins showing “computed prices 


~which it will be necessary for the 


average druggist to obtain on cer- 
tain commodities in order to cover 
iis bare expenses.” These prices, 


‘increasing former cut-rate prices an 


average of 12 per cent, according 
to Pauley, have been followed 


closely by cut-rate drug stores re 
cently. 


‘minimum wage sections of the code 


is not to be expected until profits 
increase, it was stated at Drug 
Center. 

A 66-hour week is the maximum 
provided and the minimum weekly 
wage on this basis is: 
pharmacist, $32.50; registered assist- 
ant, $25; clerk, $18; cashier, $15; 
fountain manager, $20; other foun- 
tain help, $15; porter, $12.

RANGE PLANS AGORD 
FOR PEACE IN BALKANS 


Premier to Discuss Project 
With Mussolini—New Eco- 
nomic Entente Expected. 


By the Associated Press. 

PARIS, July 7.—Premier Edouard 
Daladier will go to Rome to sign 
the four-Power pact July 24 and to 
confer with Premier Mussolini in 
order to lay the basis for a settle- 
ment of differences between France 
and Italy. 

As a result of the pact in which 
Germany, France, Great Britain 
and Italy will join for peace, 
France is ready for a two-Power 
accord with Mussolini to show the 
Balkans how to keep out of war. 

Allied with France are Czecho- 
slovakia, Jugo-Slavia, Rumania and 
Poland. 

Italy has strong influence in Au- 
stria, Hungary and Bulgaria, and 
has established good relations with 
Germany. 

Officials here say the probable 

course will be to set up an econom- 
ic system to unite commercially 
the three French allies in the Bal- 
kans and Italy’s so-called protegees, 
Austria and Hungary.

BUENOS AIRES, July 7—More 
than 100,000 persons from all parts 
of Argentina marched yesterday in 
President Hipolito Yrigoyen, who 
died last Monday night. 

Ten persons were injured, one se- 
riously, when the crowd struggled 
to get into the cemetery gates. The 
pallbearers were knocked down and 
the coffin tumbled to the ground 
and was slightly damaged. 

Military and governmental ho- 
mage for the man who was over- 
thrown in the 1930 revolution and 
arrested last winter in connection 
with a revolutionary plot had an 
insignificant part in the demon- 
stration. Four army regiments and 
a naval battalion paid honors at 
the Brave in Recolete Cemetery, 
however, under Government orders 
issued as “a duty to established 
custom.” 

When escorts assigned by the 
Government reached the late Presi- 
dent’s apartment over a tobacco 
shop, where the body had been on 
view, radical party leaders first 
told them: there was no place for 
them in the line, but they accom- 
panied the procession part of the 
way. 

The procession encountered many 
interruptions of minor character, 
arising mostly from Fascist groups 
to whose antagonisms the marchers 
retorted by singing the national 
anthem. 

It was estimated that 500,000 per- 
sons witnessed the procession or 
the cemetery rites. The principal 
speaker at the cemetery was Mar- 
celo T. de Alyear, Argentina’s only 
surviving ex-President, who called 
Yrigoyen “the great moving spirit 
of Argentine democracy.” 

Twenty-three orators spoke for 
three hours. A force of 2700 po- 
lice maintained order. 

After the coffin was placed in a 
tomb, the crowd dispersed calmly, 
but later a group of nearly 1000 
attempted to organize a parade to 
the Yrigoyen home. Twenty were 
injured as police charged and dis- 
persed the demonstrators. 

Horacio Oyhanarte, former For- 
eign Minister in the Yrigoyen ad- 
ministration, who was exiled to 
Montevideo, returned to attend the 
funeral, and was arrested.

League has never requested any 
monetary compensation or bonus 
other than sick benefits from serv- 
ice-connected disabilities,” the reso- 
lution reads.

RAILROAD PLAN FOR FRANCE 


Deputies Vote to Reorganize Sys- 
tem; Meet Competition.

PARIS, July 7.—The Chamber of 
Deputies approved last night by a 
vote of 580 to 10 a scheme for re- 
organization of the railroads. 

Under the plan an existing joint 
annual deficit of 3,580,000,000 francs 
(currently $186,160,000) would be 
reduced to 2,580,000,000 francs (cur- 
rently $134,160,000) without in- 
creasing rates. Required economies 
would be obtained by the in- 
stitution of joint board, centraliz- 
ing of purchasing and other ser- 
vices, standardization of material 
permitting mass production and 
general modernization methods fit- 
ting the railroads to meet competi- 
tion, notably from motorbus trans- 
portation, 


PLANS FOR UNIONS 
DRIVE HERE UNDER 
U.S, RECOVERY ACT 


Reports Made at Meeting 
About Early Progress in 
the Organization of Un- 
organized Workers. 


Representatives of organized la- 
bor met again last night to perfect 
plans for unionization of unorgan- 
ized workers under the National 
Recovery Act and to receive re- 
ports of early progress in the move- 
ment. 


The meeting, held at Carpenters’ 
Hall, Grand boulevard and Cozens 
avenue, was attended by 200 men 
and women, including representa- 
tives of groups seeking admission 
to the ranks of the American Fed- 
eration of Labor. 


W. M. Brandt, acting secretary 
of the Central Trades and Labor 
Union, explained the organization 
drive would be directed by 25 key 
men selected from among the city’s 
experienced labor leaders. Brandt 
said eight or 10 groups of unorgan- 
ized workers had visited his office 
during the week, seeking informa- 
tion on methods of forming unions. 

Several unions reported organi- 
zation drives already operating. 
Lawrence Raftery, secretary of the 
Painters’ District Council, asserted 
that “unbelievable results” were in- 
dicated by the preliminary efforts 
of the painters. Speakers from the 
several metal trades unions an- 
nounced their first efforts would 
be directed at organizing workers 
in the Chevrolet assembly plant, 
on Union boulevard. Tobacco work- 
ers and garment workers, the lat- 
ter organized in part, are other 
large local groups on which spe- 
cial efforts will be directed. 

One Objection Raised. 

One voice was raised against the 
program during the meeting. A 
speaker identified with a Carpen- 
ters’ local union said the drive 
should be directed Bgainst plants 
and shops now operating, rather 
than toward the individual worker. 
Ninety per cent of the members of 
his union are unemployed, the 
speaker declared, adding, “we can’t 
afford to take in any more men 
under those conditions.” 

Others present, including a car- 
penter, who said he had worked 
only one day in the last year, told 
the speaker that his assertions were 
not in keeping with the spirit of 
organized. labor and that the situa- 
tion in an individual union had no 
bearing in a national campaign. 

Charles A. Collier Jr., industrial 
secretary of the Urban League, 
urged the organizers not to over 
look Negroes, who are greatly in 
need of the benefits of ‘organization. 
Collier was promised that Negroes 
would receive consideration along 
with other workers.

Crown Prince With Princess 
and Their Children to Go 
to Chicago.

OSLO, July 7.—A royal but demo- 


cratic couple, Crown Prince Olav 
and Princess Martha of Norway, 
will visit the United States in Sep- 
tember. 

As representatives of King Haa- 
kon VII, they will spend about six 
weeks in America, traveling from 
New York to Washington, D. C., 
thence to Chicago, and perhaps out 
to the West coast if time permits. 

Crown Prince Olav, who has a 
fine herd of blooded cows and a 
truck garden at his country estate, 
may be particularly interested in 
studying American farming. 

The Crown Prince has been an 
idol of the Norwegian nation ever 
since he arrived in Oslo at the age

Princess Martha, to whom he was 
married in March, 1929, is a Swed- 
ish cousin and their union was 
hailed in both countries as a real 
love match, 

They have two daughters, Prin- 
cess Ragnhild, who was born in 
1930, and the year-old Princess 
Astrid. 

The shchinieias of their domestic 
life and the democracy of their 
ways have entrenched them solidly 
in Scandinavian hearts. They have 
no court, the Crown Prince merely 
having a military aide and the 
Princess a lady-in-waiting.

ference with President Roosevelt 
for more than an hour yesterday. 
Previously he conferred with Act- 
ing Secretary of State Phillips and 
Jay Pierrepont Moffat, chief of 
the Western European division, who 
is the department’s disarmament 
specialist. 

Leaving the executive mansion, 
Davis told newspaper men that his 
return to Geneva depended on when 
his presence there would be need- 
ed.

HE administration has little to fear 

from the sniping of the Snells and

The comeback of American industry in the four 
months since the all-time lows of last March is the 
most spectacular in the annals of business. Feverish 
activity in the security and commodity markets and 
popular interest in the formulation of industrial codes 
under the Recovery Act have tended to obscure the 
more fundamental facts of the business revival. The 
New York Times’ average of stock prices advanced 
from $46.85 on March 2 to $93.96 on July 3, more 
than doubling itself in the four months. The quoted 
value of listed shares increased by more than 16 bil- 
lion dollars in this period. The Dow-Jones bond aver- 
age, too, climbed from $76.23 to $85.42. Cotton passed 
10 cents per pound. Wheat soared above $1, or 70 per 
cent higher than the price at which it stood a year 
ago. Fisher's commodity price index rose from the 
55 on March 6 to 65.1 on July 2, a gain of more than 
18 per cent. But it is in the indices of physical activ- 
ity more than in these price figures that the real 
evidence of recovery is to be found. 

The New York Times index, based upon car load- 
ings, steel operations, electric power output, automo- 
bile and lumber production and cotton forwardings, 
advanced from 60 in March to 93.8 by the end of 
June. The Business Week index, built up on similar 
physical bases, rose from 47.4 to 66.1. Both indices 
register a gain of approximately 50 per cent. Steel 
mill activity in the Times index has jumped from 
15.2 to 72.6; automobile production from 10.8 to 567.2, 
electric power output from 60.8 to 94.8; car loadings 
from 46.6 to 62.7. Railroad earnings in May, 1932, 
were $12,500,000; in May, 1983, they had grown to 
$38,000,000. The daily average of building contracts 
similarly rose from $2,830,000 in March to $3,414,000 
in June. Employment advanced 5 per cent in May, 
the largest monthly gain to be recorded since the 
figures were first compiled in 1919. May payrolls 
rose 9 per cent, to the highest level since October. 
Only one figure dropped, that for business insol- 
vencies, which fell to the lowest point in four years. 
So pronounced hag been the recovery that the usual 
summer slump has so far failed to materialize. 

The part which various factors have played in 
bringing about the perpendicular ascent of the line 
of business activity is, of course, open to. dispute. 
The extent to which recovery may be due to natural 
forces which would have operated in the absence of 
governmental action; the extent to which it is at- 
tributable to the administration’s recovery program; 
the extent to which it is a response to the prospect 
of monetary inflation—these are necessarily matters 
of opinion. It is possible, however, to point to a 
number of circumstances which have been clearly 
conducive to revival. 

Continuous depletion of retail, wholesale and man- 
ufacturers’ stocks has given rise to demands for re 
placement. The closing of the weaker banks has re- 
moved a source of serious business uncertainty, while 
the emergency banking legislation has afforded defi- 
nite safeguards against the recurrence of a nation- 
wide run on the banks. The Recovery Act has prom- 
ised an expansion in public works expenditures, a 
check on industrial over-production and an increase 
in employment at higher wage levels. Most promis- 
ing of all is the prospect of rising farm income and 
expenditures, following upon the advance in agricul- 
tpral prices. 

Wheat prices have doubled since March. The small-

est yield of winter wheat since 1904, coupled with the 
bad weather conditions which have prevailed for the 
spring plantings, promises a crop of as little as 550,- 
000,000 bushels, a figure which will fall from 50,000,- 
000 to 100,000,000 bushels short of domestic require- 
ments. On top of this, the administration has pro- 
ceeded with its plans to impose a 80-cent processing 
tax, distribute. a $150,000,000 bounty and require up 
to a 20 per cent cut in next year’s acreage. Wheat 
prices, in consequence, are rising, and rising wheat 
prices have generally been the precursor of improv- 
ing business. In 10 of the 18 years since the Civil 
War in which wheat has staged a marked advance, 
business activity in general has advanced with it. 
The three most severe previous depressions in our 
history ended, in 1879, in 1897 and in 1922, as con- 
ditions became better for the farmer Here, indeed, 
there is reason for real hope. 

These factors have combined to create a favorable 
business psychology. There is a widespread feeling 
among business men that we have at last really 
touched bottem and started the long ascent back to 
prosperity. There is genera] faith in the measures 
which the administration has instituted to promote 
recovery. The credit situation is now ripe for the 
cumulative development of commercial and industrial 
activity. 

What part has inflation played in the rebound? 
None, so far as actual inflation is concerned, for 
there has been no actual inflation. Bank deposits to- 
day are some 10 billion dollars less than they were in 
March, There has been no new issue of fiat money. 
The latest weekly statement of the Federal Reserve 
Board shows that money in circulation fell from 
$7,538,000,000 on March 8 to $5,675,000,000 on June 
28, a drop of nearly two billions in less than four 
months. Nor has the decline of the dollar on the 
foreign exchanges resulted in an appreciable stimula- 
tion of exports. Any influence which our inflation- 
ary legislation has exerted on recovery must, there- 
fore, have operated purely through its effect on busi- 
ness psychology. Even here, it seems likely that 
clarification of the administration’s monetary policy 
might do more to stimulate business activity than a 
continuation of the uncertainty which has so far 
persisted. 

The situation as a whole is not without its points 
of weakness. The virtual collapse of the London parley 
leaves little prospect of aid from any international 
quarter. The ability of the administration to en- 
force its policies of reducing agricultural] output and 
increasing minimum wages still remains to be dem- 
onstrated. There is ground, too, for the belief that 
speculative excesses have carried securities too rap- 
idly upward. Business would do well to remember 
the President’s warning against “the foolish course 
of letting this improvement come back on another 
speculative wave.” It is easy enough, when the 
market is in the dumps, to talk about the necessity 
of checking speculation. It requires both wisdom 
and courage to apply the brakes when quotations are 
actually mounting. But the brakes must nevertheless 
be applied if we are not to run the risk of losing our 
substantial industrial gains in another market slump. 

It is in the roar of blast furnaces, the whir of ma- 
chinery and the pounding of freight cars, rather than 
in the rattle of the stock ticker, that we hear the 
music of real recovery. 


HOSPITAL INSURANCE IN ST. LOUIS. 

The plan for low-rate group insurance for hospital- 
ization, announced by five major hospitals here for 
probable installation by fall, is one result of the 
wide feeling that something should be done to re- 
duce the high cost of illness. Proposed by the Amer- 
ican Hospital Association, similar plans now are in 
successful use in several American cities. Such a plan 
in England has 6,000,000 subscribers. Payment of 
$11 to $15 a year by each member of the group, 
under the plan here, will entitle him to three weeks’ 
hospitalization, This insurance will make it possible 
to budget for illness, which is now virtually impos- 
sible in most families, due to the difficulty of de- 
termining how much the cost will be and when it will 
be necessary. The Committee on the Costs of Med- 
ical Care, in its report issued last winter after a five- 
year survey, made the plan one of its supplementary 
recommendations, for temporary use in the broad 
program it presented. 

Those who regard the committee’s suggestions for 
group medicine as the best solution will contend 
that the hospital plan does not go far enough, since 
it does not include the physician’s charges, which 
average 45 per cent of the total cost of a hospitalized 
iliness. Because medical organizations in genera! 
oppose group or contract practice, the adoption of 
such plans has been delayed in this country. How- 
ever, the rise of private clinics seems to foreshadow 
a change in the system of individual practice, with 
its high overhead, duplicated facilities and single field 
of service. 

The hospital, insurance plan, even without inclu- 
sion of physicians’ service, will mean a saving for 
the public and a long step toward lightening the bur- 
den of illness. It should be successful in St. Louis. 
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BILLBOARDS ON MISSO HIGHWAYS. 

To the billboards that line mbst of our highways, 
there are two major objections, based on considera- 
tions of safety and of beauty. Col. F. 8. Greene, New 
York State Superintendent of Public Works, stresses 
the first in pointing out that accidents result from 
distracting the driver's attention. “If a sign does 
not attract attention, thereby distracting the driver 
from his business of handling his car,” he says, “it 
fails in its purpose.”

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THE PRICE OF BREAD. 

The first test of fair prices under the Recovery 
Act apparently is to come in the matter of bread. 
Gen. Johnson in a recent address warned industry 
against “wild-cat price-lifting,” which he likened to 
extortion. The announcement of bakers in Iowa, that 
the price of pound loaves would be increased from 
5 to 8 cents, seemed to Secretary Wallace a direct 
challenge to this administration policy. He sent a 
blunt message to the Iowa bakers’ organization, 
threatening prosecution under the anti-trust laws if 
the increase took effect. Probably as a result, the 
price rise has been postponed and will be held to 
actual costs, the bakers now announce. Meanwhile, a 
complaint comes from Springfield, Mo., sent by Con- 
gressman R. T. Wood, of an increase in bread prices. 
Other increases, some as drastic as that threatened 
in Iowa, are reported elsewhere in the country. 

When bakers assert that the higher price of wheat 
and the imminent processing tax make a big increase 
necessary, they are reversing the arguments used 
two years ago, when cheap wheat resulted in only 
moderate reductions in bread prices. It was shown 
by figures from the Federal Trade Commission and 
a report by the Senate Committee on Agriculture 
and Forestry that the price of wheat played only a 
minor role in the price of bread. The first-named 
body set the figure at 13% per cent; the latter esti- 
mated the price of flour as 22 per cent of bread cost. 
Bven so, the Senate committee found that flour 
prices had reflected the decrease of that time (1931) 
in wheat prices, but that large bakeries did not pass 
the reduction on to the consumer. It seems again 
to demonstrate one of economics’ oldest axioms: that 
price increases to the consumer come much more 
rapidly than decreases. 

There has been lately a considerable advance in 


this increase, together with the processing tax 
when it is levied July 9, will total only 11-3 cents 
per pound loaf.

LONDON, July 7. 

HE President’s new statement helps to 

make somewhat clearer to the World 

Economic Conference what are the pur- 
poses of his policy, and in some measure it 
mitigates the emotional effect of the state- 
ment he made on Monday. But it comes 
too late to revivify the conference, and it 
lacks practical proposals which the confer- 
ence could discuss. Thus, while the Amer- 
ican position has been a little improved by 
the statement, it provides no reason for 
reconsidering the opinion that an adjourn- 
ment is necessary. . 

For the form of the adjournment is of 
secondary importance. What does matter 
is that 3000 delegates and experts, with the 
spotlight of the world’s press focused upon 
them, should not be held in London at a 
time when they can come to no decisions 
on the questions that concern them most. 
It would be very dangerous to keep them 
here. 

The decision not to stabilize the dollar 
now is, I think, a wise decision. But the un- 
stabilized dollar produces effects from hour 
to hovwr in every market, in every central 
bank and in every parliament, which make 
impossible a discussion of monetary and 
tariff reform. The struggle of the gold 
countries to remain on gold, and the hesita- 
tion of the British Gabetaiatnk between the 
Americans and the French, preclude any 
calm examination of plans for the future. 

One might as well ask three men who 
are swimming the rapids to pause in mid- 
stream and make plans for a bridge that 
ought some day to be built. 

The essential fact is that, with the United 
States refusing to revalue now, with France 
resisting revaluation, with Britain waiting 
to see, there is nothing to talk about in 
London. Even if we had formulated a plan 
for a managed gold standard, which, of 
course, we haven't, the plan could be dis- 
cussed only in the abstract. We should be 
compelled to refuse to discuss the gold value 
of the managed dollar which we were pro- 
posing ‘to create. ‘ . 

Such an abstract discussion might have 
its uses, were it not for the fact that the 
abstract discussion itself would have enor- 
mous practical consequences on the gold 
countries. They are trying desperately to 
maintain confidence in the existing gold 
value of their currencies. What would 
be the effect on the people of the Continent 


to persuade Britain and the sterling bloc 
to adopt a policy of expansion. The sterling 
bloc is more than half persuaded. But while 
the conference is sitting, after the way the 
issues have been joined, Britain will not 
and probably cannot take a pdsition which 
would cause a breach with France and her 
financial allies. Britain has to take into 
account the political situation on the Conti- 
nent. But with the conference adjourned, 
I think it reasonable to hope that Britain 
will, before long, take the path which her 
dominions and the Scandinavian countries 
are pressing her to take, and will gradually 
move toward expansion. We have, there- 
fore, a better chance of achieving our ob- 
jective by adjourning than by keeping the 
conference in being. 


As to the larger reforms, all that can 
safely be said now is that the President's 
aims are widely supported in we sterling 
bloc. How far they will be adopted in the 
future will depend upon many considera- 
tions, but foremost among them will be the 
President’s ability to translate his ideals into 
a definite project. He is not now prepared 
to do that, and it will require months of 
careful study to work out a plan. Without 
-guch technical preparation, the attempt to 
offer the conference a mere idea! could have 
no result but to discredit the ideal.

_Educated to modern, easy meth- 
ods, the wise woman is buying 
fruits in reasonable quantities, tak- 
ing her pick of each variety as it 
comes along and putting it up a 
few glasses at a time. She has 
learned that jams and jellies made 
in small batches are superior to 
those made in large quantities. 

Fruits cooked in small batches 
have a finer texture and deeper, 
richer color. Besides, small 
batches can be made within 15 
minutes after the fruit is prepared 
with the short-boil method, using 
fruit pectin. That means jelly- 
making doesn’t seriously disturb 
the routine of her day. And, best 
of all, she knows the jelly will turn 
out just right. Here are some time- 
ly recipes: 

Black Raspberry Jelly. 
Three and one-half cups juice. 
Seven and one-half cups sugar. 
One-half cup lemon juice. 

One bottle fruit pectin. 

To prepare juice, remove larger 
stems from about four pounds fully 
ripe berries; place in kettle and 
crush. Heat gently until juice 
starts to flow, then simmer, cov- 
ered, 15 minutes. Place fruit in 
jelly cloth or bag and squeeze out

Tonsil 


HE tonsils present a number of 
T proviems which have not as yet 

been settled to the full satis- 
faction of clinician, surgeon and 
patient. 
It is not uncommon for a mother 
to complain that, whereas one doc- 
tor insists that the tonsils of her 
child: must be removed at once, an- 
other denies the urgency of the 
situation. 
The physiology of the tonsils has 
not been clearly defined. Structur- 
ally we know them to be lymphoid 
in character. The tonsils bear a 
very close relation to the other 
ag glands and lymph §struc- 

res. 


Lymph tissue is made up largely 
of the so-called white blood cells. 
These we know are the patrolmen 
and the scavengers of the human 
system, and they protect us: to a 
large degree against the invasion 
of foreign substances. 

Some, however, maintain that, in 
addition, the tonsils, precisely be- 
cause they are exposed to infection, 
help us.in developing immunity or 
resistance to disease. They argue 
that their unnecessary removal is 
a handicap rather than a benefit 
to the child.

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Boxing and Meets His 


The New Champion Learns There Is a Sport Called 


Future Manager—His 


First Bouts in Paris, and the Chance 


to Meet "Young" Stribling. 


CHAPTER THREE. 


T WAS from Paul Journee that 
| I first heard of boxing back on 

that country road in Southern 
France, one sunny day late in the 
spring of 1928. He asked me what 
I did and I told him that I was a 
workman out of a job. He kept 
sizing up my large frame and, in 
the course of our talk, I told him 


circus as a strong man-wrestler. He 
asked if I had ever boxed and he. 
had to illustrate with his hands 
what he meant by that. I- told 
him “no” and said that, where I 
traveled, anyone would be put in 
jail if accused of striking another. 
He laughed and explained what 
fighting with gloves meant and in- 
vited me to try it at a camp which 
he was conducting nearby. I was 
not anxious to do so, but when he 
mentioned that there was good 
money in boxing—that gnawing in 
my stomach decided the matter. So 
off I went with M. Journee to his 
quarters and I soon took to the 
exercises that professional fighters 
must go through. 

And then I met another man who 
was to have an immense influence 
on my career—Leon See, famous in 
athletes as a trainer, manager and 
promoter of fistics. He was even 
more enthusiastic than Journee 
though I told him frankly that I 
hardly knew how to wear boxing 
gloves properly. He said: “If you 
have real courage and can stand 
hard training, you will be pion 
of the world in a few years.” As 
far back as 1929, M. See repeatedly 
told-me I- would win that title in 
1933. Surely as a -prophet, my 
former manager should not be 
without honor. 

Within a month of meeting me, 
M. See took me to Paris—one of 
the goals of my travel dreams— 
land seconded me in my first pub- 
lic bout, a 10-round affair with 
Leon Sebillo. I did not realize it 
then, but my opponent was what 
you call a “pushover.” We crude- 
ly mixed it up for a minute or two, 
and down he went for the full 
count. 

There were three other public 
bouts in 1928 which I won by 
knockoutse—Joe Thomas in three; 
Luigi Ruggirello; in four, and Islas 
Epiano, in 10. None of these vic- 
tims would be even third-raters in 
America. Indeed, at Paris I en- 
gaged in many harder bouts in the 
gymnasium. But these public ap- 
pearances did give me censiderable 
confidence in myself and drew 
large crowds of fight fans.

N_ those early days, I was about 
the clumsiest looking and acting 
boxer that ever crawled through 
(or bounded over) 
blush to think of how awkward I 
must have been. And maybe I 
didn’t receive some hard wallops 
seven from my equally crude oppo- 


in my vast Venetian bread basket! 
Luckily I dealt out far more pun- 
ishment, and managed to stop 


of my four years with that. little, 


‘hopes, I would have quit the ring 


— 


and one or two obscure opponents 
in eight and ten’ rounds that went 
the limit. All the time I was learn- 
ing slowly to punch and, what is 
more important, to take or block 
blows. 

Came the fall of 1929 and my 
first appearance in international 
boxing incidents with my first trip 
to England that reached its climax 
in my first battle with the famous 
William: “Young” Stribling. When 
I think now of the chances taken 
against that truly smart boxer 
when I was still an awkward nov- 
ice, I know that some kind of des- 
tiny—some good angel—must play a 
part in my affairs. 


Before making that Stribling 
match, I knocked out Jack Stanley, 
Herman Jaspers; and one or two 
others. Such wins, and ai great 
publicity hullabaloo over me as 
“the Italian giant” made me the 
most talked-of boxer of the day in 
London especially, and elsewhere in 
England and also France, 


It was.my first real experience 
meeting crowds and important peo- 
ple in a big way. I was picking 
up a smattering of English and 
found my old-fashioned Sequala- 
born smile a big help in making 
friends with the Britishers who 
treated me splendidly. In the mean- 
time, I got my first presentable 
clothes in Paris and with them, I 
began to pay most serious atten- 
tion to my future. Though the 
amount of my food (except in pub- 
licity) was regulated, I cheerfully 
agreed to this when I learned how 
important diet is to a good ath- 
lete. 


Even before leaving Paris, I be- 
gan to write home about the start 
of my wonderful adventure and 
people back in Sequala were al- 
ready reading of “The Vast Vene- 
tian,” the “Gargantuan Gondolier,” 
etc., etc. Some of the more sensa- 
tional notices hinted that I was 
liable to cripple or kill my oppo- 
nents and that was not so good.
